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MR. BOB HOUSER appeared before the Council stating he was low bidder for
the erection snd construction of two rigid freme buildings to be located at 600
River Street. The City Manasger listed three reasons why the conitract was not
awarded to Mr. Houser: (1) There was no bid bond attached to his bid. There
wos 8 telegram from the Company stating that a bond would be provided. (2)
Specifications required sample of aluminum stripping to be furnished, but this
was not received until after the bids were opened; and (3) Detailed plan of the
structure as proposed was to be furnished, but that had not been submitted as
of this date. After discussion, Councilman Perry offered the following resolu-
tion and moved its adoption:

MR. H. C. BELL, Central Texas Equipment Compeny, 127 East Riverside
Drive, came before the Council, stating they wanted to pave a driveway which
they had been using for three and a half yesrs, and have head-in parking.

The Direcfor of Public Works explained his problem,
end that the plans were to have parking on part of the sidewalk area. Mr.
Rountree sald that hoth he and the Traffic Engineer had recommended against
Mr. Bell's plans, and showed the recommendations he had made to Mr. Bell.
The Mayor stated the Council would go out and look at the problem on the ground.

"I, the undersigned, have considered the application of the Austin Sheet Metal
Shop, by the owner, Ray Frushs, for permission to operate s Private gasoline
plant consisting of a 1,000 gallon underground tank and electric pump for the
gole purpose of servicing their own motor egquipment and from which no gasoline
is to be sold, upon property located on the south side of West Powell ILane,
which property is designated as the north 247 feet of the Eppright 7.36 scre
tract in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, snd locally knowm as L5
West Powell Lane.

"This property is located in a "C" Commercial District and I recommend that
this permit be granted subject to the following conditions:

"(1) That the gasoline tanks and pumps shall be of an approved type and shall
bear the label of the Underwriters Laboratories, Inc., and that all tanks and
pumps shall be installed in compliance with the Ordinance governing the storage
and handling of gasoline.

"(2) That all tanks snd pumps shall be located not nearer than 10 feet to the
property line and so located that cars stopped for the purpose of unloading or
receiving gasoline or other supplies shall not in any way obstruct the free
passage of traffic on eipher the sidewalk, street, or alley.

"(3) That “No Smoking" signs shall at all times be prominently displayed and
no person shell be permitted to smoke on the premises where gesoline is handled
or stored,

"(4) Thet sll fees shall be paid and a permit secured from the Building
Inspector's Office before any installation work is started, and thet no ‘equip-
ment shall be placed inooperation until after final inspection and approval of
same,

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A lengithy discussion was held on the Urbamn Renewal procedures t¢ be
followed at this time. ‘The City Menager listed the steps. The Mayor asked
thet a statement or report from Mr. Golden be obtained, and information from
Mr. Robinson, and esked that people who wanted to make the loans be informed
about it, and that the houses be fixed up first.
